Jone of all our future relations with them, 
was disinteresiedness; the next was cordial 
good will to them; the third was a claim of 
fair and equal reciprocity. Under these im- 
pressions Mr. A. justifies the acceptance of 
the invitation, and the appointment of minis- 
ters to attend that meeting, and observes that 
nothing was ever lost by kind treatment— 
Nothing can be gained by sulien repulses and 
A forcible argument in 
favour of the mission is fairly adduced, in 


aspiring pretentions, 


the expectation that objects of the highest 
importance, not only to the future welfare of 
the whole human race, but bearing directly 
upon the special toterests of the Union’ will 
engage Uc deliberations of the Congress of 
Panama. lerhaps an opportunity never may 
occur again in which the government of the 
United States may be permitted to subserve 
the benevolent purposes of divine Providence, 
in dispensing the promised blessings of the 
Redeemer of mankind, and promoting the 
prevalance, in future ages, of peace on earth 
and good will toward man, ‘The admonit ons 
given by the father of our country in his 
Farewell Address are duly weighed and con 
idered, The counsel of Washington in ex- 
tending our commercial relations with foreign 
Nations, ‘o have as little political connexion 
with them as possible, and especially to avoid 
‘entangling alliances,” are considered as ap- 
plicable alone to and as intended for the na 
tions of Europe. They having a set of prima- 
ry interests, which to us bad none or a very 
remote relation, would engage us in contro- 
versy, the causes of which were essentially
